However, 
I think what I have sent you will be sufficient for the 
department, as it would be up to you to check the amount of mas 
materials and put your own valuation on them, and see if this 
corresponds with the amounts asked for. If they didn't, then 
it would be in order for you to cut them down. 


I might say that it takes two weeks from the time 
we sené you a letter until we get a reply, and that if we do 
not get a certificate by return mail we will take this matter 
up direct with the Department.

Some of the bolts which are set 
into the cement walls to hold the sills are 
not spaced at proper intervals of five feet 
as called for in the specifications, and 
Mr. Taillon objected to this. It is possible 
that not quite enough bolts sre used in the 
building, and that they are not set in accord- 
ing to the strict interpretation of the speci- 
fications, but I think the building will not 
suffer for thig. However, I am reporting it 
just as I saw it. 


There is an argument in regard to a 
stairway leading up between the laundry and the 
storeroom. The Contractor states thie is a 
stairway, and according to specifications it 
should be made of pianks, as it abuts anto the 
plastered wall. It seems thst the Inspector 
classifies it as steps, and the specifications 
state that steps should be made of cement. The 
Department can judge which is the correct inter- 
pretation, either stairway or steps. There are 
dozens of little objections not noted here that 
were drawn to my attention by the Inspector, 


I was very friendly with Mr. Taillon 
and endeavor to get him to give me a progress 
estimate of sane sort, so that mr. Wyatt could 
be allowed an advance on his contract, but the 
Insvector absolutely refused to give a progress 
estimate of any sort, and he told me that he 
fully intended to leave the job this week, as 
he had given the Indian Department his resignation 
and has made other arrangements for the future 
for himself, 


On my return to The Pas on the 17th I 
wired to you asking that a mew Inspector be sent 
in. I cannot see any other alternative as Mr. 
Taillon has his ming made up, and he is going 
to leave. 


I am not in a position to give a 
progress estimate myself, vut I enclose a list 
received from Mr. wyatt, giving estimate of 
cost of his material up to date, and also a 
letter fron his foreman, showing the amount 
of labor used in the construction of the build-

In reference to various telegrs 
regards Inspector Taillon at Guy Indian Res 
Gential School. I beg to report that I was 
at Sturgeon Landing on tne léth inst., and 
went over the building in company with Mrz 
Taillon and Mir. Alyea, the Foreman for Mr, 
Wyatt. 


Mr. Taillon pointed out that the 
walls age not thirteen inches in thickness. 
Some of these walls are more than thirteen 


inches, some slightly less han thirteen 
inches, and the foreman explained that in 
running the concrete he allows for the form 
expanding when the concrete is being poured, 
ana pressure comes on it. In some places the 
pressure did mot expand the forms to full 
thirteen inches. the wall itself is construct- 
ed in first class shape. 


The joists and stlls do not come 
flush at every angle of the floor and walls, 
There is a smuall space between some of the 
joists and eills.

Herewith are two copies of Mr. Craig's report 
providing for a Water Supply, Power and Lighting and Sewer- 
System for the Guy Indian School, Sturgeon Landing, Sask- 
atehewan. Ae we have had no reply to the questions askéd in 
out letter of July 22nd we have assumed that the require- 
mente of these services will be for an institution of 100 
inmates and with a limited power supply and fire protection. 


The investigation of the Sturgeonweir river showed 
quite conclusively that a water power development for the 
requirements of the Guy Indian School would be too costly 
and for that reason Mr. Graig has provided for moderately 
priced but reliable 011 engines, which I feel are suitably 
adapted for the requirements of the institution. In select- 
ing suitable machinery Mr. Graig received actual prices 
for all equipment f.0.b. Winnipeg, and in going into thie 
matter he found that while a number of firme could eupply 
various machines, fittings, equipment, etc., the Canadian 
Pairbanke-Morse Gompany are prepared to supply the 
complete installation. in my opinion it would appear advis- 
able when calli for tendere for the above machinery and 
installation that tenders should be called for from firns 
who can ané will Hr tes and inetall the machinery, equip- 
ment, ete. In addition to facilitating the work it places 
the responsibility for the completion and successful opera- 
tion of the entire plant upon one firm. 


With respect to the installation of the sewerage 
eyetem and the intake pi for the water supply system I am 
of the opinion that a price for this work should be received 
from R.N. Wyatt, the present contractor of the school build- 
ing. I feel sure that he would be prepared to quote a rea~ 
sonable price fcr thie work, or that he would do the work 
on &@ cost plus basis, naming an upset price for the completed 
jod. I would further point out that it is absolutely neees~ 
sary, if the Department of Indian Affaire decide to proceed 
with this work, that the equipment which may be decided 
upon should be purehased immediately, and the work be started 
with the least possible delay. 


The plans of the sewerage and water system acc ompany- 
ing the report are in sufficient detail to gerne the contract- 
or to proceed with this work immediately. ith respect to 
the purchasing of the engines, generators, pump, tank, shaft- 
ing, pulleys, belts, etc., if the Department are satisfied

I would like to report to you after visiting this 
ng under construction last week as to how I found things, 


It seema that Mr, Alyea, our foreman, and the Inspector 
Mr. Taillon, could not get along. This is partly due to the fact that 
the place is so isolated, and weather conditions very bad (in fact, it 
rained nearly every night in July and quite a number of daye) together 
with mosquitos, of which I believe they have never known them to be 
worse,(in fact the Indians that we had engaged could scarcely stand them), 
Then the heat, bull dogs, which attacked the horses and sand flies, to- 
gether with Mr, Taillon bothering the man on the other hand, it got him 
nearly bushed, However, he seeme to be doing a very good job, and in 
speaking with Mr. Taillon I found him a very nice old gentleman) cone*who 
would possibly want to put something over you if he thought he could get 
away with it, but after discussing the building in general with him and 
he found out that I knew just about as much about the job as he did, he 
became very amicable, in fact, I don't think I would have any troubbe in 
the world getting along with him myself, 


Mr, Taillon states that he has written the Department 
asking for advice on how he waw to interpret the specifications, and 
that he had received no reply. I think this possibly had something to 
do with hie retiring. There were several matters of contention which 
he took up with me, a copy of my letter to him was mailed to the Depart. 
ment. No doubt you will be able to see it, 


Would like to have your orders on this given to your 
new Inspector, and a copy of same sent to me, It mast be remembered 
that it takes two weeks from the time that I get a letter from our fore+ 
man on the job until we can get a reply back to him, and in the meantime 
something hae got to be done to push the job along..

This will acknowledge your letter of November 21st 
with reference to the request of the Departmental Angineer 
of the Department of Indian Affaire for additional elevations 
and contours on the general plan accompanying the report on 
the water supply ané sewerage system for the Guy Indian 
Residential School at Sturgeon Landing. 


Bnelosed you will please find a general plan witb 
further elevations shown. At the time Mr. rattereon made the 
survey of the school site the question of supplying the 
sohool from a storage tank wae not taken into account and 
the elevations of the ground some éistance from the river 
were not secured. Mr. Patterson states, however, that 
there is very little rise in the land for a considerable dis- 
tance from the river, and I consider that the slight increase 
in height that would be gained by locating the tank some 
distance back from the river, would not compensate for 
the additional expense of the piping. 


I note that the Departmental Bngineer desires me 
to mark what I consider is the most suitable location for 
a storage tank to take the place of the pneumatic pressure 


tank proposed in the report. With very little difference 
in the elevation of the ground in the vicinity of the 
school, the storage tank might be placed at any point that 
would be most suitable in connection with the required 
water mains. 


The suggestion ie made that, with the practically 
level ground surrounding the school, it might be more feas- 
ible to arrange to have the water tank placeé either in 
the top storey or on top of the sehool. This is only @ 
suggeetion, and it is realizeé, changes in the éesign of 
the school might be necessary to support the weight of the 
tank when filled with water.

There is a piece of cement base not on wall, right 
side of hallway from future building entrance.I gave instructions 
at the time the plasterers were doing the plaster work not to put 
it in as they had mo time, the length of this piece of base 
is only 12 feet and they were not in position to do it at 
the time to my satisfaction. 

In handing over the building to the fireman instructions 
were left with him as to the temperature required during the 
winter in the building. The pbuilding is now thoroughly 
dried out and there is no sign of dampness, We are heating 
the bablding by using one of the boilers and will be able to 
do so all winter, this will allow the fireman every opportunity 
to regulate the heat as best required, 

When there was no possible means of heatingthe building 
pefore the boilers were in use and no water service I asked 
Mr. Waddy to ship me three heaters and stove pipe for 
energency. After getting word from Ottawa that there would 
be no water service this year and advising me to make the 
best arrangements possible to heat the building and as I have 
already reported to the Department the heating of the building 
with the boilers was preferrable to heating by stoves I left 
the stoves whiche are not being used in the care of the 
fireman. 

@onsidering the circumstances and difficulties under 
which the construction of this building was put up I would 
say that we got a good job and value received,

There is olenty of cood gravel to be had at the Pas suitable for 
the work that would cost $5,00 per c, yard landed at the school 

site this price for gravel would run up the cost of the concrete 
work, There is suitable gravel to be found at the landing 

providing time is taken to locate the best to comply with the 
goeeifications by the contractor and approved of by the inspector 

in charge before delivered on the job if this is done there should 
he no trouble about the gravel after delivered on the job, 

they will have to figure on hauling sand ahd gravel anywhere from 
3 to 10 miles return trip, I was told that the contractor on the 
present building hauled 6 loads per day with one team han ling 

one yard ed a querter to a load this gravel was not up to all 

the recuirments in the specifications , the gravel used in the 
concrete floors in the basement was of a better grade, 

T would also recommend that the contractor have all cement lime 
nd,plaster tested out before jt leaves the yards, jf does not 
eonedirect from the cement plant,if this is done it will prevent 
the use of inferior material on th: work, sometimes the yards is 
carrying old stock which has deteriorated unknown to the mana t 
and they ship the material to some job aS ,00d stosk, if this test is made 
the trouble with had material will be eliminated, 

I would also recommend that the plans for the future extension 
provide for eavestroughing the same should apply to the building 

now comoleted as the rain water from roofs affect the foundation 
walls through time although they received a heavy coat of 
wateroroofing on the outside, 

since I made out my last report a patch of plaster <ft,x 4ft, 

scaled in the pantry it hes being pointed out to the contractor 

lt is not much only the putty coat that sealed, an allowance 

should be made by nimeto have this repaired by the plasters on 

the work next year, 

IT would also recommend that if the proposed work go on next year 
that arrangements be made for an early start on the work so that the 
contractor will a chance to finish in time before the freeze up 
takes place, this year the work was not finished before the freeze up 
came and the contractor and his men were placed at a disadvantage to 
get out, one man had his feet frozen and another a bone broken 11 his 
foot on the ice,the contractor reports that theywill both be laid up 
for two months, I trust you will take my recommendations as given 
with the best intensions,

Plans and spgCifications are now ready for the install- 
ation of a sewage osal and water supply system for the Guy 
Indian Residentia]/School, now in course of erection at Sturgeon 
Landing, Sask. h@ sewerage system consist principally in the 
construction of a septic tank and two separate sewer lines from 
the building to the tank, the outlet sewer from the tank to dis- 
charge directly into the Sturgeon Lake. ‘The estimated cost of 
this work will amount te $1,800, 


the water work system as projected will comprige an 
eighty gallon per minute typhoon pump, operated by an eight H. P. 
gasoline or oil engine, all of which can be installed in the 
basement in a room specially provided for same. The water will 
be conducted from the lake into an intake well by gravity, from 
where it will be pumped into an elevated water tank, which will 
be embodied in the new addition. 


fhe reason for placing the tank above the building is 
due to the fact that the school grounds are practically level 
and a saving will be made in both the cost of construction 
and the maintenance. 


The estimated cost of the water works, including the 
pipe line, which will be about 700 feet long, will amount to 
$5,000. @xclusive of the cost of the tank, the plans for which 
are ugder preparation. 


Upon congulting with Mr. Orr it was found advisable 
that the capacity of the engine specified for the water work 
system be such as to equally operate the electria generator, 
which will be required for this building. I have therefore 
prepared a specification for the electric generating plant 
in order that the machinery may be adjusted in co-ordination 
with that of the water supply. It will consist of a five Ke #,, 
De G.,110 volt generator, @ switch board complete with ameter, 
voltameter, fuses, switches, etc. and a 200 ampere hour storage 
battery.

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AmTRODU ORORY. 

The Gay Indian §esidential School now under 
construction by the Department of Indian Affairs, is located 
at Sturgeon Leming on the right bank of the Sturgeon river 
some 2,000 feet above Namew lake, inte which it empties. 

This report outlines a water supply, electric light and power 
installation, and sewerage system for the school, together 
with the estimated cost thereof. It is propesed to install 
both plants in the machinery room shown in the plans of the 
scheel. 


WATER SUPPLY AND POWER. 

GBNeBAL. 

An investigation was made of the feasibility 
of developing hydre power for the school from the Sturgeon 
river. The investigation showed however that the cost would 
de excessive for the small amount of power required and it wes 
acditea te use two ofl engines for the necessary power. 

The water supply system is designed to fully 
supply the domestic demand for ever 100 inmates ani give a 
limited fire protection. The electric lighting ani power plant 
comprises a 7} k.w. and a 3} k.ew. generator, driven by a 10 h.p. 
and 6 hep. 011 engine respectively, which should amply take 
oare of the light and power demands of the institution. 

4s shown on the General Leyout Plan No. 1, it is 
proposed to take the water from the river some 700 feet north 
of the scheel, a four-ineh intake pipe running from the river 
to the seheol. As this is sem distance above the sewer outict, 
with rapids between the sewer outlet ani the water intake, there 
should be no danger of the water supply being polluted. 
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fhe proposed plant calls for two o11 engines, 
@ 10 hep. ond a 6 hep. By means of a line shaft oither engine 
@an be used for driving the pump or the electric generators. 
With this duplicate pewer there should be no interuption te 


either the water or eleotrica) service. 


WATER SUPPLY. 
Sntake. 

As shown on General Leyout Plan No. 1, it is 
proposed to take the water from the river about 700 fect nerth 
of the rear end of the school through e Your ineh wrought iron 
pipe. ‘hie leoation wae decided on in order to avoid the neces~- 


sity of having to go far ont into the river to aveid geori™s- 


At the location shown on the plan for the point of intake the 
current is fairly swift near the shore and at the present level 
the water is ten feet deep « short distance out. Mo trouble 
should therefore be experienced from freesing during the winter. 
Another reason for choosing this location was the advisability 
of going @ oerteim distance abeve the sewer outlet. As between 
this point and the sewer outlet there is a fairly swift rapide, 
no danger from pollution should be inourred., A ridge of rock 
about 160 feet wide, three feet below the ground will meke part 
of the excavation fer the inteke line expensive, as it will be 
meceseary to have at least five feet of covering over it to 


ensure against frost. 


Pumping Plent. 

Phe proposed pump will be of the plunger type 
similar te the Pairbanks-Morse "“fyphoon Pumps" capable of 
pumping 90 g.p«m. against 60 pounds pressure with eitber an 
independent air compresser or with the compressor attached to 


the pump. ‘The plunger type of pump is chosen on account of the 


long suction pipe. As shown on the Machinery Zayout Plan Me. 2 
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the pump will be driven from a line ahett. Two sources of 

power will be available, either from a 10 hep. or @ 6 hep. of) 
engine. ‘hie should ensure continuous service. from a three-ingh 
discherge pipe the water goes te « 12" = 4" pneumatic pressure 
tank andé from there to the school water mains. Though the 
proposed pumping plant will mere than supply the domestic 
requirements, only « limited amount of fire protection will be 
given. it is considered, however, that for any ordinary out~ 
break of fire the supply should be sufficient. 


BLUGIR IC LIGHLING AND POWER. 

The Guy Indien sehool is remotely situated from 
veil and water transportation during the winter months and in 
order to provide continuous service it is most advisable to 
install twe power units. im the following layout two units 
ere propesed, the larger unit being sufficient te meet most 
of the power requirements of the institution os finally com- 
Pleted. In case of breakdown or engine trouble either power 
unit weuld previde light ani water service. 

The elestric lighting ami power plent will 
consist of @ Te Kewe and a Sh Kew.

was net censidered advisable, and the following is a report on 
the proposed sewerage system that is censid-red would arewer 
the requirements.

After an examination of the conditions beth from 
the cost end sanitary points of view it was decided that ae 
sewerage system with only septic tank treatment would be 
sufficient end at the same time the most feas ible. 

Forther treatment by disposal bede, of the sewerage 
after leaving the septic tank, was considered, but in addition 
to entailing a large extra cost the topography of the site is 
not suitable. Sewerage Disposal Beds to give satisfactery 
results should be near enough to the surface of the ground to 
allow of sir action which is the main factor in the purifi- 
cation of the sewerage. As the ground surrounding the school 
is practically level the sewer will have to be laid at a depth 
of about eight feet. This would mean placing the disposal 
beds at this depth which is too deep for the seouring of 
proper action from the air. From the sanitary standpoint the 
septic tank treatment of the sewerage should be sufficient as 
the affluent after passing from the tank will discharge directly 
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into the river were the dilution should be great enough 
to prevent dangerous pollution. 

As shown om the Genere) Leyout Plan Mo. 1 it is 
propesed to take the drains from the lamiry room st the rear 
of the building.

The effluent enters the tank through a six inch cast iron 
sei] pipe ani by means of & tee ani 6 short length of pipe is 
carried one foot below the sewerage iine, thus avoiding any 
distarbame to the surface coum. 

From the septic tank the sewerage flows over the 
Qividing wall to the syphom chamber; two baffle boards earriea 
one foot below the standing level of the liquid preventing any 
undue disturbance. 

From the syphon chamber the sewage is discharged 
through two three-inch “Anthes" sutomatio syphons designed te 
discharge under an eighteen-inch hed. 


MHOLBS . 

As shown on Plan Mo. 4 the manholes are constructed 
of oonerete, with the exception of the reof which is mde of 
two thicknesses of two inch plak. Sach manhole is provided 
with a twe foot square cast iron cover to allow of easy 
entrance. 

Manhole "A" is = double manhole having twe chambers 
separated by a concrete dividing wall, the ons chamber taking 
the laundry waste emi the other the sanitary seworage. An 
irem seoreen is provided for the sanitary sewerege chamber to 
prevent amy articles such as rags, beots, etc., reaching the 
septic tank. 

Im case it ic desired to simt off the sewerage from 
the septic tank an opening between the two chambers with a 
sliding wooden gate is provided. ‘The sewerage cam thus at any 
time be diverted inte the loundry drein ami discharged directly 
inte the river. 
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QUzEEs. 

Im the vieimity where it would be feasitie to place 
the sewer outlet a boulder shoal extends for some distame out 
from the shore. To lay a pipe through this, at a sufficient 
depth to prevent freesing, would be very expensive and to aveid 
this i¢ is proposed to carry the sewage from the river bank in 
om eight inch square wooden bex drain. ‘The box drain would be 
made in sections abeut twelve feet long. With the rise and 
fell of the river a sufficient number of the sections will be 
taken up or laid down to carry the emi of the drvain te the 
river. 

fhe other alternative is the laying of cast iron 
pipe fer enough out inte the river to ensure ay possibility 
of freesing im the winter. Thies would entail expensive 
exeevation through the boulder sheal and 4 certain amount of 
cofferiamming in the river iteelf. The cost for this will 

‘ be quite high and for the present at least it ies not considered 
necessary or advisable as the use of the wooden box dvains 
though entailing ® certein smount of labor should be satis~ 
factory.

Dear Sir:- 


This will confirm the decision we arrived at 
when I took up with you personally at Sturgeon Landing the 
question raised in your letter of July 9th,with reference 
to the water supply intake for the Guy Indian School. 


In your letter you state that the plan of the 
water supply system shows the four-inch intake pipe to be 
some 700 feet long, whereas to reach the location shown on the 
plan as the point of intake would require 930 feet of four- 
inch pipe. 


This discrepancy in the length of the four-inch 
intake pipe required was, as I pointed out, due to a mis- 
understanding as to the location of the school. In June of 
last year Mr. Patterson of this office visited Sturgeon Landing 
in company with Bishop Charlebois when two alternative sites 
for the school building were chosen by Bishop Charlebois and 
staked out by Mr. Patterson. These alternative sites "4a" and 
"B" are shown on the blue print plan which I left with you. 


Before designing the water supply it was necessary 
to know which of the sites had been chosen and the .question 
therefore was taken up with Mr. Wyatt, contractor for the 
school, who stated that the site designated “A" had been decided 
on as the most suitable. 


In estimating the cost of excavation Mr. Wyatt was 
requested to make borings along the proposed pipe line as Mr. 
Patterson with his limited equipment and help had not been able 
+o determine how much rock excavation would be necessary. The 
borings were carried for 700 feet from the school building, which 
distance from site “a" would bring the intake well above the 
small point*shown in white on the plan. As already stated, it 
was understood that site "A" had been chosen and the plans for 
poth the sewer and water systems were therefore laid out for 
this site. 


On receipt of your letter the question was taken up 
with Mr. Wyatt, who stated that this office must have been given 
the wrong location, as the lower site "B" had been chosen, and 
not site "A", This, of course, explained the discrepancy ,as 7 
the distance between the two sites is about 200 feet.

4s shown in red on the plan, with the actual 
location of the school at site "B", 700 feet of intake pipe 
would bring the point of intake in the bay, and not above the 
small point as originally proposed. In examining this point 
of intake on the ground with you it was found that there was 
very little current and we both agreed that it would be 
advisable to extend the four-inch intake about 125 feet, as 
at this point the current is quite strong a short distance 
from the shore. 


In order to ensure running water at this point 
during periods when the river is low I pointed out to you that 
it would be.advisable to clear the channel above of the loose 
rooks and boulders. By doing this a fairly good flow should 
be maintained, thus ensuing that the water will always be fresh 
at the point of intake. 


I have taken this up with Mr. Wyatt and told him 
that you propose to take up the matter with the Department of 
Indian Affaire and recommend that the extension of the intake 
pipe and the clearing of the river bed above the point of 
intake be carried out.

The test borings along the proposed ditch 
for the sdditional 125 feet to intake well shows 
clay and loose rock formation. Location of intake 
well shows formation of clay and boulders at depth 
of nine feet six inches. Ditch from well to shore 
line is 85 feet, test borings show loose rock at 
depth of six feet from surface, this formation 
shows the same from well to shore line, 

The elevation of the ground at site 
of proposed well is 20'6" above lowest water level, 
the 4" pipe wili be laid at depth of 14'0" below 
grade line where it enters intake well, this depth 
is caused through the grade line at point of well 
being high. The depth of the 4" pipe as laid at the 
700 foot point completed by the contractor 
ia down 8 feet , the location selected for the well

In reference to the contract for the 
Guy Indian Residential school I beg to 
say that I reported at time the final 
estimate was put in that a day or so of 
work was required to finish up the water 
Pipe etc. As Mr. Grant reported lately 
to the Department Mr. Wyatt has not yet 
put in this length of pipe. It seans the 
easiest thing in the world to do this, but 
it is not by any means a snap. Wyatt's 
forenan has put in about two months trying 
to get excavated a spot of clay and boulders 
six feet long and one foot deep, and to get 
his crib work water tight to put in the 
length of pipe. The rock bottom has 
cracks through which the whole force of the 
current is forcing water, and at the day of 
my visit four large pumps could not hold back 
the flow. The forenan is about disgusted 
and I would not wonder if he pulls off the 
job. 

If he does pull out we will probably 
get someone to tackle the work and finish it, 
though we may have to wait till summer when the 
water is warm enough for a chap to get right 
ine do a little spade work in his pelt, 
it’Aot by any means what I would call an 
impossible situation, 


Your letter #132-7-12 of the 9th of 
Vebruary instructed me to take Wyatt's men 
off extras and furnishings etc and 1 told 
Ur. Grant to do this, since then he has 
worked alone, see my other report on furnishings.

I would refer to my estimate of September 14th on the cost of 
doing the additional work. 
lst Supplying and laying 125 feet of 4" Gal. pipe from the point 
700 feet from the building to the well. 

2nd Supplying and laying 65 feet of 8" pape iron pipe from the 
well to the river, 

3rd The additional depth of the well. 

4th I made no allowance in my estimate for the supplying and 
laying of the 32 feet of pipe at the river. 

5th Clearing the channel above the point of intake, 

The Contractor's aecount for excavations for the 4" pipe on 
the water line does not include the supply of the pipe as this 
was eharged for on another account. The depth of the 4" pipe 


where 4% enters the well is 14' 6" below grade line and .g' 
where conneeted to the pipe at the point 700 feet from the 
building. 

The well is down 30 feet from the roof to the floor of the well. 
The Contractor's bill ineludes the eonstruetion of the whole well 
and all material and expense. It also includes the lumber used 


in eribbing the well and the lamber used in eribbing the 65 feet 
of diteh to the river. 
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Ay 
After a depth of 14 feet was reached we had to drill through rock 
and quicksand all the way down and at 7' 6""below the water level 
we came upon solid rock. It was slow work excavating from 14 feet 
belew the grade line to the bottom of the well we had to dynamite 
every foot of the way and put in atight \@ribbing owing to the quick 
sand. The contractor dedueted the amount he figured on in the 
contract. 

The account for laying the 65 feet of 8" pipe does net inelude 
the cost of supplying the pipe which was charged for in amother 
bill. The formation in the ditch below the river was the same as 
the well, It had to be eribbed tight all the way owing to the 
water and quick sand. Pumps were in use all the time we were 
working. 

The account for laying the 32 feet of pipe to the river and 
work on the cofferdam I may say that the Contractor had great 
difficulty in getting the eofferdam tight in the river owing to 
the roek bottom the water coming in through the bottom where they 
were excavating. 

With regard to the lay out of the work I have forwarded plan 
to the Dominion Water Supply Department, Winnipeg, for them to 
alter their plans to show the work as it was laid. No doubt you 
will have received a copy of the corrected plans by now.

You will note that the accounts do not show a charge for 
gasoline except for six gallons purchased from the trading store, 
As we had the pumps running every day there must have been a con- 
siderable quantity used up. The gasoline was supplied by the 
principal. It lookg as if he did not put in hig bill to the 


contractors.

On OGtober 14th, 1927, the Departuent of 
Indian Affairs on being advised that the water supply 
of the Guy Indian Residential School at Sturgeon Landing 
had been condemned requested that an engineer of this 
Branch visit the school and submit @ report covering the 
question, Following instructions from Mr, Johnston 
to this effect the undersigned visited the school on 
Gctober 27th and 23th and in company with the Principal, 
teverend Father Doyen, made an investigation and 


inspection of the school water supply.

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COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS, 


It should be pointed out that with this intake 
length of pipe not laid to the proper grade tne danger from 
frost at the water end of the intake hae been largely 
increased, ond though it may not now, under the eireun- 
stances, be necessary to re-lay this section to the proper 
grade extra precautions will have to be taken each fall 
to protect this section of the intake from freezing. To 
provide a proper intake it will be advisable to have the 
present pipe extended some fifteen or twenty feet further 
into the river where, as shown on the plan, the end of the 
pipe will be in six feet of water at the present stage of 
the river and well out into the current, It will be noted 
that Mr, Grant fears that by extending the present pipe 
further than four to six feet out there will be danger of 
the outer end being broken by ice or other debris. If the 
pipe is properly covered with earth, brush and rock, how- 
ever, no trouble from this cause need be feared. This 
aovering will also provide a measure of protection from 
freezing, though an additional covering of brush and snow 
should be placed over the intake each fall, 

In extending the pipe one of the following methods 
may be used in order that the extension will properly 
follow the bed of the river. (a). Putting on a ninety 
degree bend on the end of the present intake and with a 
short nipple connecting it to another ninety degree bend. 
By this means a flexible joint is secured and the necessary 
added extension of the intake oan be raised or lowered as 
desired. (o). Plexibility can also be obtained by Placing 
a flexible joint at the end of the present intake and the 


extra length of pipe can then be lowered to conform with 
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«“4-« 
the bed of the river, As the ninety degree bende are 
Cheaper than a flexible joint and more easily obtained 
the first method is probably preferoble, 

In taking up the question with Father Doyen it 
was agreed that owing to the lateness of the season it 
would be inadvisable to extend the int uke during the 
winter, but as soon as possible next year after the high 
wa\2r had passed this work should be done, With reference 
to the contemination of the water caused from the remains 
of the manure left in the oofferdam, it was pointed aut 
to Father Doyen that this must be fairly well diluted by 
now end with the forming of the ice thie source of trouble 
should be considerably reduced, No sickness has been traced 
to the water supply but it was further pointed out to both 
Father Doyen and Mr, Waddy that it would be advisable to have 
an analysis of the water made and if from this analysis it 
was found that contamination existed then chlorine in some 
form should be used in the water supply until the intake 
is extended, 

It may be stated with reference to this inetallation 
that this office was not requested to supervise the con- 
struction but only to submit a report and plans covering 
the installation, In July 1926, owing to the change in the 
location of the school, there appeared a discrepancy in the 
length of the suction main and the point of int ake. Mr, 
Grent wrote to this office with reference to this matter and 
the undersigned immediately visited the school and discussed 
with Mr, Grant the loeation of the intake and the necessity 
of extending the intseke pipe into the current and deep water, 
This wae not done and the manure was not removed which is 


the cause of the present trouble,

nother point raised both by Mr. Waddy and Father 
Doyen wac the slipping of earth on the river bank along 
the line of the suction main, This sliding as show in 
the acoompanying photographs occurs 2 short distance south 
of the intake well and is taking place along a stretch 
about two hundred feet long. Though not agreeing with 
vather Doyen, who states that the whole river bank is 
slipping, the sliding which has oeeurred so far is quite 
serious in that any further extensive slip will endanger 
the suction main, The usual method adopted to overcome 
trouble of this mature would be to drive a line of piling, 
but ae rock is likely near the surface a sufficient deoth 
to make the piling secure could probably not be obtained, 
Another method would be by placing a streteh of rock«filled 
eribs on the river bank below which would provide a toe 
for the slipping to come to rest. Hither of these methods 
would be costly and probably the cheapest and soset sat~ 
isfactory seheme is to closely wateh the slipping and if 
there ie danger of the pipe being broken to have this 
stretch relaid sufficiently far back to be out of the 


way of any trouble from thip cause,

Doyen knows about this, this was the source from which we 

were able to maintain a water supply last winter while working 
on the intake, As I havé pointed out to you that it be 
better to connect one sixteenth bend with a piece of pipe 4! 
long or longer if it is possible with the bendturned downwards, 
according to the denth of water would determine the length of 
pipe you should uze, I would sugsest that you do not use more 
than 4' or 6' of the pipe or you will have to protect it from 
been hit from ice or any other debris in the water. 

I will prepare a sketé¢h and write the parté&culars 
to the Standard Plumbing Coy., asking them to supply the 
required pipe as it is a mcrewed joint, you can forward the 
letter and sketch on to them with your requisition, if you 
decide to have this done.

With reference to Mr. Wyatt's claim for a 

balance due on his contract for the erection of the 
Guy School, I find that an item of $500.0U for extras 
in connection with the Water system was included in the 
amount of $19062..57 allowed for extras, but when certi#zi- 
cate No. & was issued,#@ payment of this amount( $500.00) 
was withheld pending further explanations which were 
requested on the 14th September 1927. Satisfactory ex~ 
planation was furnished by Mr. Wyatt and subsequently 
certificate No. 9 was issued on the 28th October 1927 
for the sum of $500.00, which would appear to complete 
payment in full of Mr. Wyatt's claim, There is an item 
however inserted in Certificate No. 9 which seems to 
complicate the matter, and I am inclined to think that 
this was only inserted by way of explanation for the 
500.00 in question. This item reads as follows:- "Extra work 

00.00 (rock excavation for clearing of channel to divert 
additional water towards intake water supply system, 10U o.yds. 
at $5.00 a yard)" and this amount was added to the sum of 
$111,297.57, thus showing the total amount of Mr. Wyatt's 
claim to be $111,797.57. I cannot find on the file any 
correspondence showing that work on this channel to the 
amount of $500.00 was made twice. I regret that I cannot 
throw any more light on this subject.

When I reeeived your wire I tolegraphed him for 6 full 
statement of his oleim and you will see that my reply 
deals pretty fully with the questions. His claim for 
interest was based on the assertion that our Inspeetor 
delayed unreasonably forwarding certificates and, therefore, 
the ocntraetor was aompelled to pay isrger interest to the 
bank than should have been necessary. I do not think a 
claim of this nature has ever been e@llowed but I have 
promised to bring the matter to your attention and dis- 
ouss it fully.

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IMPRODUCTORY. ‘ 
Following the submittal of a report, dated November, 
1927, om the water supply of the Guy Indian Residential 


School at Sturgeon Landing, Saskatchewan, by Mr. John Graig, 


of the Dominion Water Power ami Reclamation Service, it was 
decided to extend the intake pipe twenty feet as was first 
proposed. It was alse decided that the werk should be 
supervised by an engineer from the Winnipeg District Office. 
Under instructions dated June 16th from Mr. C. H. Attwood, 
the undersigned was given charge of the laying of this ex~- 
tension to the intake pipe. Three men were engaged for the 
work which was completed in five days. 

Im addition to the extension of the intake pipe 
the instructions covered the following matters: 

- Examination of intake well. 

- Bxamination of bank slide along suetion pipe. 
- Condition of sewerage system. 

- Examination of water pipe from school to barn. 

A general plan of the Guy Indian Residential 
School showing the extension of the intake pipe, sogether 
with photographs are appended. 

RXTEMSION OF IMZAKE PIPE. 

Sinee the existing intake pipe from the eight-inch 
valve to the outer end was net laid to grade but slopes 
upward, the extension of the pipe involved a change of 
direction downward following the bed of the river. A 
flexibie joint at the end of the existing intake would 
have been the best method of making the connection but one 
of the required sise was not readily available. ‘the method 
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“2« 
adopted was to make, in effect, a flexible joint out of 
two sinety degree elbows connected by a short nipple. 

the laying of the pipe comprised the following 
operations: 

1 - Unwatering existing Intake. 

A cofferdam extending ten feet out from the shore 
anf enclosing the existing intake was constructed. Diffi- 
culty was experienced in pumping out the water on acount 
of water "boiling" up through the md bottom from crevasses 
in the rock below. 

2 - Gomnecting Extension. 

As soon as the water was lowered sufficiently, the 
intake screen was removed and 4 ninety degree elbow screwed 
on. A short nipple was screwed into the elbow md the 
second elbow connected to it. Twenty feet of G-ineh steel- 
pipe, in three sections, were connected to the elbow, ani 
after cleaning, the intake screen was connected on. 

3 - Lowering Pipe. 

After demolishing the cofferdam the new pipe was 
propped into an upright position and lowered, by means of 
&@ rope over a t#iped, inte place. fhe pipe was worked 
down into a mud bar in the bed of the river but it extenis 
beyond the mud bottom into the current where the river bed 
is composed of limestone. The end of the pipe, i-@+, the 
intake sereen, ie held up one and 4 half feet above the bed 
of the river by the above mentioned bar. 

ADD IZ IMAL MALTERS . 
1 - Examination ef Intake Wel}. 

During the construction of the concrete intake well 
two short lengths of pipe were placed through the wall to 
drain ground water away from the unset concrete mix. It 
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was stated that these ground waters were contaminated by 
manure placed around the outside of the well. The water 
was tasted but no taste of manure was found. Father 
Doyen, the principal of the scheol, was most emphatic 
that no manure haf been placed around the well. The 
pipes were then plugged with tamarack wood. 

2 - Bank Shide along Suotion Pipe. 

Tlaring the construction of the intake 4 small 
gully, which crosses the suction pipe, was filled in to 
make a road, The consequent damming of water at this 
point was probably the principal cause of the slide for 
since the placing of a culvert at this place last year no 
sliding has occurred. Photographs showing the present 
conditions are appended. 

5 - Condition of Sewerage System. 

The principal of the school was interviewed 
regarding the condition of the sewerage system, the 
cess poole and the outlet examined. Everything was 
found to be in good working order. A photograph of the 
outlet is appended. 

4 ~ Water Pipe from School to Barn. 

The water pipe which supplies the barn with water; 
is out of commission on account of being frozen last winter. 
This line is a three-quarter-inch galvanized iron pipe which 
was laid five fect below the ground surface. The ground 
through which the pipe runs is a hard-packed sandy soil 
being part of the boys’ playground. It was suggested to 
the principal that the pipe should be laid nine feet 
below the Surface, boxed ani insulated. 
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QONGLUS LOMB. 

The intake well end tank were cleaned. out and, 
after a thorough flushing, the water was fouad te be clear 
and palatable, 

It is noted that since the section of the intake 
pipe fvom the eight-inch valve te the double elbow joint 
was not laid to grade, extra precautions will have to be 
taken each fal] to protect this section from freesing. The 
principal of the school was advised of this condition.

I beg to submit the following report 
on the schools of The Pas Agency, which were inspe cted 
between September Sth and September 24th, 1928. 

GUY _INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

The school is situated close to the 
river at Sturgeon Landing, which is a trip up the 
Saskatchewan of about 24 hours by steam boat from 
the town of The Pas. ‘The building was erected some 
two years ago, and is under the supervision of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The school building is a very fine 
structure and modern in every respect. The dormitories 
are large and bright and were well ventilated. There 
are three classrooms, which were bright and well furnished. 
The sewing room, laundry, dining room and playrooms are 
all bright and airy, and the building throughout was 
spotlessly clean. 

The children enrolled number 108, there 
being 44 girls and 64 boys. The children were all clean 
and tidy and appeared quite healthy. The Rev. Father 
Doyon informed me that during last winter he had a great 
deal of Sickness at the school, but at the present time 
the children were in good condition. Some children, 1 
understand, have been discharged; the Doctor considered 
these unfit to stand school life. 

The three classrooms were visited and 


I was delighted with the work. The children sppke out

well and appeared to understand their studies. The 
windows were not open in some of the rooms and I took the 
opportunity to point out the necessity of keeping 

plenty of fresh air provided, even in the cold weather. 

The school is well supplied with fire 
equipment, all of which is in good condition. I wonld, 
however, point out that the low platform of each fire 
escape is about 8 ft. from the ground and the children 
must jump off this on to the ground. This would be very 
dangerous in case of a fire as the children would no 
doubt be shoved off by those coming behind and would 
pile up on the ground beneath the fire escape. An 
extension reaching to the ground should be provided and 
this could be hinged on to the platform and raised when 
not in use. 

The barn is situated about 200 ft. south 
of the school and is in good repair. ‘The chicken house 
is new and is well built. A machine shed and workshop 
was under construction and no doubt would be completed 
within a few days. 

The root cellar is built about 100 ft. 
north of the school. The walls are ocsment and the roof 
ia covered with poles and dirt, over which is a board 
roof, covered with roofing paper. Apparently the cellar 
gives satisfaction as thare still remained a few old 
potatoes and these were quite good. 

The school garden consists of about 
five acres, largely potatoes, although practically all 


other vegetables were to be found. The garden was well 


kept

kept and the vegetables showeé excellent growth. No 


frost had occurred at the tims of my inspection. 
pate Hive cows are kept at the school, but 

they were in poor condition and, in fact, appeared to 
be a poor dairy type. Hay is heard to get as the country 
is all bush and swamp. ‘The Principal claimed he had 60 
loads, but in order to get it he was obliged to go a 
distance of nearly 20 miles. It is impossible for the 
five cows to provide milk sufficient for 108 children, 
as well as a staff of 12 or 14. If more cows cannot be 
kept, the milk supply could be supplemented by powdered 
milk. I believe milk added to the children's diet would 
be of great benefit. 

Fish are caught and stored for winter 
uge and, in addition, the children sometimes get moose 
and beef. 

In the summer it is practically impossible 
to keep meat as there is no ice house. Here, where food 
must be secured in quantity, an ice house is badly 
needed. 

The Rev. Father pointed out that many of 
these children come to school a distance of from one to 
five hundred miles, and when the parents come, as they 
sometimes do in the winter, there is no building in which 
they can be accommodated. A small house consisting of 
two rooms would be ample and would not entail a large 
expenditure, 

I would also point out that the river

In connection with the Guy Indian Resident- 
ial School I note what the Inspector says regarding the height 
of the fire escapes from the ground, This, no doubt, is in 
accordance with the Department's regulations. / I would particularly 
draw your attention to What the Inspector says regarding the type 
of cows that are kept at this school, and also the small number 
that are kept. This, to my mind, is a very important matter. 
Indians are subject to tuberculosis and unless they get proper 
and nourishing food, milk in particular, they will fail. Asp a 
matter of fact, under the best of conditions they cannot stand 
confinement as well as White children, so the Department should 
insist on the proper number of cows being kept at this School. 
Qf course, if there is no way of producing feed for these cows 
it is another tter, but I have no doubt there is a means of 
Supplying the necessary feed or the Department would never have 
built a school at this point. These children will be under- 
nourished unless they get milk, especially where fish forms a 
large part of the diet, You will note the Inspector point

1.- A steam engine of Guffiient power to work the dynamo 


and the machinery of the laundry. This would replace the 
Speesstee motor which is now in use at the School. It is found 
hat when this motor gets out of order,and new pieces have to 
be procured for ite repair,the house is without light and 
cannot use the laundry machinery for whole weeks. The motor 
would be kept at the School and could be used in cases of 
emergency. 

2.- A steam boiler large en h to run the engine and to 
furnish steam for the drying machine. 


It is pointed out that,inaemuch as fuel wood is very cheap 
in those parts,the expense of running the steam engin would 
be much less than that of running the gasoline motor. 

It would also be a great advantage for the boys at the 
school to learn how to operate a steam engine. 

The installation of the boiler and engine will be done at 
the expense of the directors of the School.

Indian Residential School, Sturgeon Langing, Sask., 
I found the school in first Class shape, due to 

the efficient management. 


There are a few Suggestions However which 
I would make. 


The pipes from the furnace in the basement 
are too near the ceiling, and I would Suggest asbestos 
Sheets attached with hangere for attachement to the 
ceiling. This would require about 50 lin. feet of 
asbestos with 4 inch iron hangers. The binns for flour, 
tea, sugar etc., are infected with little white moths 
and in spite of all the efforts of the Nuns, breed 
there and spoil ali the contents. I suggest these be 
lined with tin or zine, The corridors to the height 
of four feet should be painted white so that they 
could be washed, 


Ever$thing around the out buildings are in 
Splendid shape and reflect credit on the outside staff.

I have your two letters of the 3rd instant, relative 
to the request of the Principal of the Indian Residential 
School for various iteme of lumber, paint, hardware, ¢tc., and 
for asbestos covering for the furnace pipes and Lining for the 
flour, tea and sugar bins. 

In connection with these requests, I have to say that 
the Department will approve of an expenditure not exceedin 
the following amounts in the purchase of the various supplies 
requisitioned for by the Principal: 


Lumber $200; Paint $40; Hardware, eto,, $60. 


The Department will also approve of the supplying of the asbestos 
sheets with the hangere required in covering the pipes from the 
furnace which are near the ceiling. Approval is — oe 
for the purchase of the quantity of tin or sine requir in 

lining the flour, tea, sugar and other bins in which food supplies 
are stored at thé school. 


Before making the purchase, you should consult the 
Principal as to the type and quantity of the various supplies 
he requires, but it is to be understood that the above authorised 
amounte are not to be exceeded, After the purchase has been made, 
itemized accounts, in duplicate, properly certified, should be 
forwarded covering the cost. Au work ig to be performed by the 
school authorities without expense to the nepartment. 


Regarding the painting of the corridors to the height of 
four feet, have to say that this work will have to stand for the 
present.

The cauldron is for the laundry, and is required, owing to 
there being 120 scholars now resident at the school, some having been 
transferred from the Cross lake Indian Residential School. 

The tube expander is necessary, also rings for fire-hose. 

The carbon brushes are expensive, and I cannot see why two 
dozen should be purchased at once. I undersgand that there are four 
brushes to a set, and that the life of a set is from five to ten years 
and with care much longer; so I should say a set of four be ample. 

Should you consider the articles recommended by me required 
may I suggest these be bought by you, as Wood Vallance Ltd., would 
have to send out for thes¢ , and are not certain if these could be got 
here in time for the boat to Sturgeon, as there is no regular service 
to this point.

I beg to report that I visited the Guy School on the 22st, 
instant, by ‘plane, accoupanied by the Bishop's Secretary, Rev., Mi. 
Lagennesse. There has been so much expense attached to the install- 

on of the boiler and engine, that I thought it right to see how 
the work was progressing Before ordering the last list of material 
received by Father Lazennesse from the Principal, Father Doyon. 

I found that the boiler and engine are in place, and looks 
like a good job, though all connections are not complete@g such as 
the drain from exhaust, which in the old system used to run water all 
over the floor. Mr,Paterson is using the exhaust steam for heating the 
drying room and other rooms instead of it going to waste. 

He asked for metallic sheeting for the boiler @toom. I suggested 
instead,asbestos sheets over the piping, same as was put in at the Mac~- 
Kay School, which he agreed would do as well. 

The Principal, had him plan a Fish Table for the cleaning of 
fish. Rather a good but elaborate thing, and as it does not impare the 
efficiency of the plant, I decided not to have it. 

In the boiler room, Mr,Paterson was going to build a cement 
wall 12" thick, 8' high and 15' long, reinforced with }" steel rods, 
and a similar wall in the new boiler room 7x5xl2, to protect the 
boilers from wood being thrown in through the shutes. I informed Mr, 
Paterson that this could be dome later if necessary as I did not consider 
it was work for an expert. 

The principal wrote me asking that Mr,Paterson be instructed 
to repair the pipe in the water tower, which had frozen last winter and 
bugst.

Memorandum : 
MR. BUSKARD. 


With reference to your memorandum of the 16th 
instant, omens improvements to the heating plant at the 
Guy Indian Residential School, I may say that this institution 
4s 135 miles by water from The Pas, Man. The School is located 
in Saskatchewan and is really not in the agency of Mr. Tweddell, 
our representative at The Pas. The reason Mr. Tweddell is 
asked to assume some responsibility is that ell transportation 
to the school is via The Pas. 


In the case of remote Indian residential schools, of 
necessity, the Department mst deal direct, in part, with the 
school principal or the chureh authority that is directly 
responsible for the management. With particular reference to 
improvements at The Guy School, instructions are sometimes 

ven to Mr. Indian Agent Tweddell ani sometimes to the Roman 
atholic Bishop, the Kight Reverend 0. Charlebois, 0.M.I-, 
who is also at The Pas. 


A Mr. Patterson, an engineer of the Pairbanks-lorse 
Company, of Winnipeg, has been at the school in connection 
with the installation of a steam engine, a boiler, laundry 
machinery, an electric battery ani necessary fittings which 
were purchased from the Company. Bishop Charlebois was given 
the authority direct from Ottawa to the Company's 
engineer. I wanted the installation of the mechanical plant 
to be done by an expert and to be entirely satisfactory to 
the church authorities. For this service, the engineer is 
to receive $12 per day. No accounts for his services have 
yet reached the Department; but, when they are before us, 
they will be scrutinized with the usual care. 


The accounte for fittings and other materials used 
in connection with the installation of the new equipment were 
certified by the Keverend Father M. Lajeunesse, who is Bishop 
Charlebois' business executive. Indian Agent Tweddell's 
attitude in the matter has been entirely correct. He could 
not certify to some of the accounts in connection with Mr. 
Patterson's services and the improvements themselves, be- 
eause the authority was not directed to him and he was not 
being held responsible for the work. 


Regarding the necessity for the improvements, I may 
say that they were recommended by our own Architect. ‘Some 
additional repairs to mechanical plant have been authorized 
since Mr. Patterson arrived at the school, following the 
recommendation of the Indian Agent. If the School Principal 
hae had any further work done, of course, he will have to 
meet the costs.

I am enclosing, for your attention, 
Return of Labour, in duplicate, which has to do 
with a repair to the water line at the Guy Indian 
Residential School. It is stated that you were 
unable to give favourable consideration to this 
agcount. he Department believes that this may 
have been an emergent expenditure, which was quite 
justified, and, as the Guy Indian Residential School 
has no means of ready communication with your office, 
they had no opportunity of securing the necessary 
authority. Purther, digging during the late fall 
is fairly heavy work, and it is possible that 
Father Doyon was not going beyond reason when he 
engaged two men to supplement the work of the boys. 
Please give this further gonsideration, and, if 
you believe that the account is a fair charge 
against Parliamentary Appropriation, you should 
certify to it and return it to Ottawa for payment. 


The Department commends you for your 
desire to economize wherever possible; but you 
should remember that emergent expenditures are some~ 
times necessary and that the Department wishes to 
assist our institutions with special expenses, 
provided funds can be found for the purpose and 
provided the repairs or improvements are not occas~ 
joned by inefficient management. Whenever you are 
in doubt about an account at an Indian residential 
gchool, you may forward it to the Department with 
a covering letter of explanation. 


I am also enclosing a quotation of the 
Canadian Fairbanke-Morse Company, to put in good 
eondition the gasoline engine at the Guy School, 
which is used as a supplementary unit. I should 
be pleased to have your report regarding the need 
of the repair parts mentioned in the enclosure.

The Department has received a report on the 
condition of the boiler installed by your Company at 
the Guy Indian Residential School and which shows a very 
serious defect in the collar around the dome. The Prin- 
cipal, in his report, states that this boiler came very 
near exploding and that there is a hole, which he con- 
siders is the result of faulty construction,at the place 
mentioned. The engineer at the school states that, after 
a thorough examination, the place where this hole occurred 
was fo to have been patched or repaired and the work 
very badly done at that. He states the collar around the 
dome is riveted with two rowe of rivets ani that the hole 
is between these two rows of rivets. Our Agent at The 
Pas states that this boiler was installed some three 
months ago by your firm and results show defective work- 
manship or material. 


It is considered that your firm should under- 
take the necessary repairs, sending an expert to do the 
work, and without cost to the Department or the school 
authorities. I shall be pleased if you will give this 
matter your prompt attention, as it is necessary that 
these repairs be carried out as soon as possible. The 
Department will be pleased to hear from you as to what 
action you are prepared to take regarding the carrying 
out of the repairs required. For your information, I 
enclose a sketch made by the Principal, showing where 
the defect occurred in the boiler.

Since receiving your letter I have had a y onal 
interview with Mr. Re As Stewart, Chief Inspector of Boilers for Manitoba, 
and he informs me that the boiler on which trouble developed may not be 
required until fall, as the schélars will be at the homes for the summer, 
and the boiler may not be required until school is reopened. Mr. Stewart 
expects to leave for Churchill in a couple of weeks, and would make a per- 
sonal inspection of this boiler along with his locel inspection of that dis- 
trist, if it is in Manitoba. He is in doubt however, as to whether 
Sturgeon Landing is in Manitoba, as it is near the Saskatchewan border. 

If it is in Saskatchewan, of course, he would have no jurisdiction, and we 
would have to make our own inspection. 


The C.NeR. has volunteered to get the boat sailings 
from The Pas for us, and owing to the lack of this information now, we will 
be unable to leave by train to-morrow, as gas and oxygen will have to be 
forwarded and should be on the ground before we arrive there. 


In the meantime, while I could carry out instructions 
given in yours of June 18, re details of the trip, I think it would be well 
to wait in any event until we get some idea as to sailing dates, so that 
very little time would be lost making connection between the Pas and Stur- 
geon Landing.

There are now three root cellars at the 
school, all of which are in use. They have stored 
about 600 bus. of potatoes, 140 bags of carrots, and 40 
bags of beets. ‘They also have about 500 head of cabbage, 
as well as several bags of onions. ‘hie year the toma toes 
did not ripen on the vines, but they gathered 15 bags of 
green tomatoes, many of which ripened after picking. The 
balance of the cabbage, as pointed out previously, was 
used for sauer-kraut as it is impossible to keep such a 
quantity otherwise. 

The Reverend Principal is assisted by 11 
Sisters, 4 Brothers, 1 night man, and 1 farmer. ‘The 
school is well managed and well looked after, and the 
ohildren are receiving a good training and I believe 


receive good food. 
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I was delighted with the improvements made at 
this school since my last visit. The yards have been well 
planned, levelled, and proper swings and teeters erected 


for the children. More land has been Cleared and they now 


have two good sized gardens. The barn yard has been cleared 


of stumps and rocks, and new fences built and proper roads 
and driveways arranged. 
The school I found to be spotlessly clean 


throughout, and the surplus clothes and bedding 411 neatly 


arranged

arranged in various closets. 

The sewing room is well equipped, and I 
found a goodly supply of clothes, both for boys and girls, 
neatly stored away. The clothes are all made by the 
senior girls assisted by the Sistefs in charge, and the 
work is all well done. 

The laundry is well arranged and the 
machinery appeared in good repair. The metallic ceiling 
is badly rusted from the steam and dampness, and needs 
painting. 

The kitchen work is carried on by the girls, 
supervised by a Sister, and all food is well prepared 
and nicely served. This year over 300 jars of wild fruit 
and rhubarb were preserved, as well as over 250 jars of 
peas, beans, tomatoes, corn, and squash, all of which had 
been grown in their own garden. This Sister also 
supervised the making of 18 large barrels of sauer-kraut. 

The dormitories were clean, the beds neatly 
made, and the rooms all well aired and bright. 

The fire escapes are 411 in good condition, 
and none of the doors leading to them are locked. An 
alarm bell is fixed on each door, which rings the moment 
it is opened so that it is impossible for enyone to open 
the door without an alarm being given. Fire drill is 
observed regularly, and a night man kept on duty. 

The playrooms were tidy and well aired. 

All toilets I found in good working order and clean. 
Excellent care is given to all machinery, all of which 
appeared to be in perfect working order,

Last week, M.A.G.Hamilton,Inspector from Winni- 
peg, paid a visit to our school. After a thorough inepection 
of the school and of the buildings. M. Hamilton suggested what 
is most neceesary to me to ask the Department for at the pre 
sent time. May I ¢all your attention on the following items. 

I. M,Hamilton noticed that the school needs painting,outside 
and” Mt&side as well, and also the other buildings. He sugges- 
ted that the Department should supply the school with paint. 

2. The school would also benefit of a binder if the Depart- 
ment would buy one. We grow enough oats now to make good use 
of it. 

3._I spoke to M. Hamilton of an idea that runs acroes my mind 
for quite a while. He approved of it and suggested that I re- 
fer the case over to the Department. Here is the ideatI want 
@ sawmill. It can be operated at a low cost and both the De- 
partment and the school can have a great benefit out of it. 
Every year, since the opening of the school, an average of 
$200.is spent on lumber and the Department did not give any 
financial help to that effect for the last four years. Here 
the timber is plentiful and the quality of the lumber would 
satisfy the ordinary requirements. Every year a few thousand 
feet of lumber can be cut for the general purpose of the 
school. A good second-hand transportable sawmill can be 
bought at a very reasonable price and I kindly ask the Depart- 
ment to share with me the burden of the purchase. Let the 
Department give me #200. and I supply the balance of the pur- 
chase price,and I finance the pperation and the upkeep of the 
sawmill. 

4, The school has been providing with 8 fire pumps,but four 
should be replaced at once because they are out of order. 

In the course of next week, you will, very likely 
receive M. Hamilton's reportj;I hope that it wilMvery satis- 
factory. 

Im hope that the Department will take into se- 
rious consideration the above-mentioned necessities which the 
school is facing at the present time and & sincerely wish that 
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wy 


they all come to their fullest realization. 

M.Hamilton, while visiting up here ,mentioned that 
very likely 4 Member of the Department Of Indians will come and 
pay a visit to Sturgeon Landing during the summer months. I an- 
ticipate the pleasure of welcoming the honorable Member. He will 


then convince himself of the necessities which the school has *®- 
been asking for.

This school is 
doing excellent work : ig worthy of any consideration 
which the Department can give.

I have your 205-11A R.C. of the 19th instant, re- 
garding the request of the Principal of the Guy Indian Residen- 
tial School, to be supplied with a small binder and also to 
have certain repairs carried out. 


In this connection I have to inform you that there 
is an item, to the amount of $500.00 in our Estimates for the 
current fiscal year, for paint and miscellaneous repairs at 
this school. No funds were provided to supply a binder. It 
ie considered the school authorities should supply this equip- 
ment from their per capita allowance or other receipts. 


The Department will approve of the Principal in- 
stalling another roof over the room in which the pressure 
boiler is situated. It is noted that the material required - 
ehiplap and rubber roofing - would cost, approximately $40.00.

I visited the School recently and I would say that 
additional fire escapes are necessary. At the present time 
they have two fire escapes of the steel stairs and platform 
style. They are both at the back of the building and 
extend from the ground to the attic. I think under stress, 
especially in winter time when they were slippery with ice, 
it might be difficult to get the children out with any 
great speed. 


I suggest ae frame struc ture be erected on the 
left side of the building 6 by 8 fect in which be placed 
a pole fire escape from the first floor to the second story 
an: from the seconmdstory to th attic. They would come down 
on the poreh and a slide co ld be erected from there to the 
ground. It ayes be necessary to make doors in the building

It was my intention to employ Indians to do this

by the Scheol. The man I had in ming is an ex ,erienced 
carpenter, who would work with and direct the Indians. 

It would be necessary to pay him, ss someone else would 
have to be engaged by the School to do his reguler work 
while he was working on the tank. He has promised to 

work for 50 cents per hour. 


There is only one man on our approved list 
capable of doing this work. That ie Mr. Albert Lenneville. 
He would want 80 cents per hour and we would have to pay 
for his time while travelling and also his travelling 
expenses to and from Guy School. I recommend that the 
man at the School be employed. I cannot recall the name of 
thie man,

I am directed by His Excellency bishop 
Lajeunesse to inform you of the difficulty the Guy Indian 
Residential School has regarding transportation of its 
freight during the summer time. 


Yhe only good and pratical way of trans- 
portation during the summer is a water route,on the Goose 
Leke, from Kducation or Mile 59 on the ©.N.Railroad to 
Sturgeon Landing. They did not used that route for the 
last three yearson account of low water level. But as the 
water level is rather high this summer and seems to be 
remaining so for four months they would like to profit 
agein with that route but the difficulty is to have their 
freight unloaded at the right place by the G.N-R. 


The right place would be Bducation or Mile 
39 on the Pas--Flin Flon O.N.R. Subdivision. The C.N.R. 
Go. allows the Passenger Train No 63--64 to stop there 
but not the mixed train lio 5297230. There is no road at all 
between &ducation and the nearest station where the train stops, 
namely Simonhouse. Unless the mixed train is allowed to stop 
at Educatign they cannot at all have their freight in from 
the C.R. R ilroad up to Sturgeon Lending.
